The senate's newest faction, the 
"Hoover'regulars," who have dedi- 
cated themselves to keeping the 
senate at work on the tariff bill, 
oven in opposition to wishes of the 
constituted party leaders, will meet 
tonight to lay out for the first time 
a concreted plan of sampaign. 


Dining together between the aft- 
ernoon and evening sessions of the 
senate, this group, composed pri- 
marily of the younger—in point pi 
service—republican 
members, will 


discuss ways and means of keep- 
ing the senate in session and the 
tariff measure before it in effort 
to reach a final vote on the bill be- 
fore the close of the special ses- 


The "young guard," as it has 
come to be called, disclaims 
any 
revolt against the "old guard chlef- 
talrts, In spite, of the fact that ii 
went counter to Senator Jones ol 
Washington, acting republican lead- 
. er, last week in voting against a 
proposed adjournment on Novem- 
ber 23.' It does claim, however, a 
determination 
to carry out the 
policies of the chi«f executive.

Senator Allen.of Kansas describ 
' ed the new. faction, with which he 
Is Identified, as "a group of fel- 
lows helping the republican party 
by getting the tariff bill In the best 
shape possible," and said the meet- 
ing was for the purpose t-f "pass- 
ing a tariff bill within a reasonable 
time." 
Another senator who has

guard," Robinson of Indiana, char- 
acterized It a "real Hoover bloc.' 
The rise of the "Hoover regu- 
lars," leaves the senate's republi- 
can majority divided three ways.

Senator Hiram Bingham's 


speech in his own defense 
was further evidence, if any 
were needed, of his unfit- 
ness to sit in the senate as a 
representative

commonwealth.

ploy Charles L. Eyanson, as- 
sistant to the president of the 
Connecticut Manufacturers' 
association; he did take him 
to closed meetings of the fi- 
nance committee as it work- 
ed on the tariff schedules;

Wednesday was the anni- 


versary of the first intercol- 
legiate game of football ever 
played. 
It was played at 


New 
Brunswick 
between 


teams of Princeton and Rut- 


Special exercises in 
of 
the anniversary 


were held. 


There was no intercollegi- 


ate football in England until 
February 10, 1872, when 
O x f o r d / and Cambridge 
teams met for the first time. 


During the last 60 years 


the American game has pass- 
ed through many stages. In 
the early days of intercol- 
legiate sport "professional- 
ism" was common, A Har- 
vard professor, tells of the 
time when first-year law 
school men were permitted 
to play on the freshman 
team, and he cites one man, 
as a law student, who never 
attended any classes, but 
was always in every game. 
Nowadays no man may play 
in intercollegiate sports un- 
less he is regularly enrolled 
in the college and unless he 
maintains a passing grade in 
his class work. The stand- 
ard in college sport is higher 
today than at any previous 
time. 


The charge against col- 


lege sports nowadays is not 
that outside experts 
are 


smuggled into the teams, but 
that the college expenses of 
athletes are paid for them/ 
The charge is sometimes ad- 
mitted, and many of the col- 
leges are asking, "What of 
it?" Young men with ath- 
letic ability are getting 
an 


education without cost to 
themselves along with other 
young menjwho have no ap- 
titude for sports. And foot- 
ball, as Provost Penniman, 
of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, has just reminded the 
public, pays the expenses of 
other college sports, besides 
providing money for the ath- 
letic equipment of the Uni- 
versity, which it might be 
difficult to get from other 
sources. 


The speakers at the Rut- 


gers celebration 
opportunity to 
Carnegie Foundation, which 
is much wrought up over the 
subject, that college sports 
have survived much worse 
abuses than those which 
they are now charged with.

One report from Harbin said sov- 
iet planes destroyed a Chinese air- 
drome at Botanko, 90 miles west of 
Pogranlchnaya, In Eastern Man- 
churia.

Fierce Engagement Sunday 
SHANGHAI, Nov. 18.—W—A 
Renter's dispatch from Harbin to- 
day stated engagements

through the greater part of yester- 
day had taken place betwen Chi- 
nese and Russian forces at Man- 
chull and Chalanor. The reports 
said the Chinese Eastern Railway 
had been cut 15 miles each of Man- 
chull.

the treasury's new scheme of tax 
reduction was betoken today by an

among party leaders that the na- 
tions's tax payers should benefit as 
quickly as possible from the pros- 
perous financial condition of 
the 


government. 


Factional 
spokesmen of 
both 


houses, save only 
those

republicans, 


were in virtual accord in sanction- 
Ing Secretary Mellon's plan of lop- 
ping a full one per cent from all 
normal schedules of income taxa- 
tion. 
Administration supporters were 


quick to speak 
their approbation 


and were joined 
by 
democratic 
leaders of the house. Senate demo- 
crats agreed, too, but held out the 
possibility of demanding an even 
greater reduction than that advanc- 
ed by the 
treasury, 
conditioning 
their full approval upon more def- 
inite information as to prospective 
federal needs and revenues than 
Is now available. 
Independents Xon-Committal. 
The western independents were 


non-committal, although it was in- 
dicated they would raise no se- 
rious objection. *Their position has 
.been that treasury surpluses should 
be applied to reduction of the na- 
tional debt, on the theory this re- 
sult decreased 
federal 
disburse- 


ments for interest and indirectly 
permits lowered taxes. 


But while there was virtual unl- 


'fj-jpn upon the Mellon proposal, the 
."attendant treasury suggestion that 
legislation be enacted to permit the 
'administration to altar tax rates un- 
der a scheme similar to the flexible 
provisions of the present tariff law, 
•failed by far to evoke the same de- 
gree of comnjfcndatlon.

develop to the flexible plan for re- 
vising the tax schedules. Under 
the treasury scheme, the adminis- 
tration would be empowered to al- 
ter tax rates to fit estimated gov- 
ernment revenues and expenditures. 
In this way, the treasury could de- 
termine each January what the 
rates on incomes of the year just 
closed would be. This, in the opin- 
ion of Undersecretary Mills of the 
treasury department, would not in- 
terfere with the regular provisions 
of the revenue law nor preclude a 
permanent reduction in tax rates. 


Secretary Mellon's new proposal 


for reduced taxes Is Intended to be 
of temporary effect. It is planned 
that the changed rates be embodied 
In a joint resolution of congress 
which could be adopted without the 
delay that would arise from a gen- 
eral revision of the revenue laws. 
The resolution would be applicable 
only to taxes on incomes of the 
present calendar year and by its ex- 
piration automatically restore the 
present rates when taxes on in- 
comes of 1930 become payable.

As an important result, the chief 
executive hopes to dissolve and 
banish all foolish pessimism as to 
business conditions, which he con- 
siders emphatically sodnd, to ob- 
viate any 111 effects 
that might 
arise from the recent and exten- 
sive decline In security prices and 
to stimulate into high 
activity 
thosn few fields of buslnesn that, 
fell behind during the boom and 
collapse of the stock market. 
The president expects to accom- 
plish this purpose 
by working 
through existing and rccognleed 
agencies, and neea no necessity for 
creating some "super-organization" 
to put its hhoulder behind the proj- 
ect. 
To co-ordinate 
the 
plans 
evolved by the group conferences, 
general meetings such as he plan- 
ned at first can be held. 
Looks to Organizations. 
Mr. Hoover looks to organiza- 
tions such as the United State* 
chamber of commerce, the Ameri-

and various farm organizations to 
make full use of their present ma- 
chinery In achieving the results he 
has outlined.

Secretary Lament and other offi- 
cials of the commerce department 
Will attend Wednesday's confer- 
ence of industrial leaders, which is 
also to include representatives of 
the financial and public utilities 
fields. Agriculturalists Called. 
Especial attention will be paid 
to the possibility of stimulating en- 
ports when the agricultural lead- 
ers gather with the president on 
Thursday. Th? meeting will bo at- 
{ended by Secretary Hyde of the 
agriculture department and Chair- 
man Legge of tho federal farrn 
board. 
No precise date has been fixed 
for the meeting of labor spokes- 
men which is to follow. 
Particularly, Mr. Hoover hopes 
to stimulate American building of 
both a private and public nature in 
order to take up any slack In em- 
ployment which might result from 
the stock market crash, and a pos- 
sible decrease in the demand for 
articles commonlv classed as luxu- 
ries. His position is that 
much 
building has been deferred because 
of the high interest rates that pre- 
dominated the collateral field as 
capital was poured into the secur- 
ity markets. 
Now, however, the 
money rate has fallen, 
and the 
president regards the present as 
an auspicious time for undertaking 
building programs that have been 
delayed. 
He contemplates an expansion of 
construction by the federal govern- 
ment, state governments, munici- 
palities, public utilities and ship- 
pers, with a concomitant increase 
in trade In lines furnishing arti- 
cles necessary to the builder. 
Ho 
sees a promising avenue in marine 
construction and regards this field 
as furnishing almost as great an 
opportunity for expanded trade as 
does the building of public works, 
because of the many ielrts of man- 
ufacturing that arc 
beneficially
